The Huge Engine Piled on Top of a 
Loaded Passenger Car aud 15 
Lives Were Forfeited. 


New York. Jan. 9.— in the New York 
Central railroad tunnel th a t burrows 
under Park avenue, this city, two lo­ 
cal trains collided yesterday. 
Fifteen 
passengers w ere killed and twice th at 
num ber were Injured. 
A dozen of the 
latter were seriously hurt, and the ros­ 
ter of the dead may Le extended. 
It was a rear-end collision between 
a South Norwalk local that ran in over 
the New York. New Haven and H a rt­ 
ford railroad and was halted by block 
signals at the southern entrance of the 
tunnel, and a W hite Plains local th a t 
came by th e H arlem branch of the 
New York C entral. 
T he train was 
crowded with suburbanites. 
Most of 
the 
death, injury and dam age was 
wrought by the engine of the W hite 
Plains train which plunged into the 
rear car of the m otionless train and 
was driven through lo the middle of 
the car, sm ash ins ihe seats and fur­ 
nishings and splitting the sides as it 
moved forward. 
T e e victims either 
were mangled in the m ass of w reck­ 
age carried a t th« pilot. crushed in the 
Bpac e betw een boiler and car sides, or 
scalded by a earn which cam e hissing 
from broken pipes and cylinders. The 
eng ne in its final plunge of 40 feet 
( arrie I the rea r t ar forward and sent 
tw:s e l iron, broken tim bers and splin­ 
ters < rash ng into the coach ahead. 
I ights were extinguished and from the 
w reckage and d ark ness cam e the cries 
of the injured an I calls for assistance 
by those who cst aped. 
W ithin a few 
m inutes th* 
work of rescue, m arked 
by 
heroism 
an I 
sacrifice, 
began. 
Alarms that brough; every available 
ambulance 
n the < ity, th* police re­ 
serves of five precinct*, a n i the fire­ 
men of the* central eastern d strict of 
M anhattan, 
w ere 
sounded 
at 
once 
With 
police, 
fireman 
and 
surgeons 
cam e a score of vo!uateer physicians 
and half a dpz* n < lergymen. 
I adders were run (sown the tunnel 
air shaf h and the firemen and police 
attacked the debris with ropes and 
axes 
P a -sin g e rs already had rallied 
and were try ing to r* b a s e those im­ 
prisoned in th e debris. 
F ath er Sm ith 
and Rev. Dr, W alklev, chaplet ns of 
the fire dep artn n nt, crawled in over 
the wreckage and rn n.at* red to the 
dying. L ieutenant Clark of the fire de­ 
partm ent forced his way to the point 
w here Miss Rice and Miss Scott lay 
and stood 
n w a 'e r that scalded the 
flesh from his lim bs until the women 
were released. 
T M. Murphy, a pas­ 
senger both of whose legs were broken 
and r ill he! I by th e timbers, volun­ 
teered to rem ain as ho was until those 
around him were assisted. Two police­ 
men and C haplain W alkley reached 
Mrs. Howa d and the eh p ain gave 
her a stim ulant. 
The policemen were 
cut lng away the a at which held the 
women down when a pipe broke. 
The 
scalding .-.team drove them back, and 
when the rescuers returned Mrs How­ 
ard was dead. 
Responsibility for the disaster is un­ 
fixed. 
but 
S uperintendent 
Franklin 
said that so far as he had been able 
to discover. J. W. Wischo. engineer of 
the White Plains train, is to blame. 
It is declared th at when the South 
Norwalk train stopped a flagman ran 
back into the tunnel and besides plac­ 
ing a torpedo on th e track, endeavored 
to flag the oncom ing train. 
T he tu n ­ 
nel was beclouded 
with steam and 
smoke, while 
the 
snow 
which 
fell 
through the air shafts tended to ob­ 
scure the view. 
Engineer Wischo and 
Firem an C hristopher Flynn were a r­ 
rested. A signal man also was detain ­ 
ed for a tim e but was released. 
S uperintendent Franklin has issued 
a statem ent as to the accident, in 
which he declares th at the block sig­ 
nals at 59th stre e t were obeyed by the 
New Haven train, while the engineer 
of the W hite Plains train disregarded 
them, 
"T he torpedo on th e track 
went off.” said the superintendent, 
“but he did not stop, even though the 
fireman called to him to do so. 
The 
system of block signals Is such that it 
is a physical im possibility for a signal 
man to m ake his light declare the 
track free if an o th e r train is on the 
block.” 
Residents of New Rochelle contrib­ 
uted tho largest num ber to the cas­ 
ualty list because the rear oar of the 
South Norwalk local was r< served for 
them and w as kept locked until the 
train reached th a t place. 
William 
Leys, one of th e dead, was general 
m anager of th e dry goods firm of B. 
Altman & Co., of this city, and was 
prom inent in comm ercial circles.

M. Perrin was second vice president 
of the Union Bag and P aper company 
and was equally well known.
